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Central Hall 


The third World Pentecostal Con- 
ference convened in Central Hall, Lon- 
don, England, June 27, p. m., through 
July 6, p.m. The first World Pente- 
costal Conference was held in the city 
of Zurich, Switzerland, in May, 1947. 
It was reported that at that meeting, 
there were links of fellowship which 
have helped to bring unity among the 
Pentecostal people throughout the 
whole world, and in many respects 
this was evident. During that con- 
ference it was decided that the next 
W.P.C. would be at Paris, France, 
May, 1949. One hundred fifty-eight 
voting delegates from 30 countries 
were at that Conference. 

From the very beginning of the 
World Pentecostal Conference, it has 
been clear that it was te be a fellow- 
ship. movement, and not an organiza- 
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tion. However, since it is impossible 
for even a fellowship movement to 
exist and proceed without some type 
of executive machinery, the following 
measures were passed: 


That at each Conference a Presi- 
dium be selected by and for the Con- 
ference; second, that a secretary be 
selected by each Conference to serve 
the interest of the Fellowship during 
and between such Conferences; third, 
that a committee of five representa- 
tive brethren be selected by each Con- 
ference to advise and assist the sec- 
retary; fourth, that any vacancy in 
this committee, or in the office of sec- 
retary, shall be filled by the com- 
mittee; fifth that a publication en- 
titled “Pentecost” be printed, and that 
the editor be selected by each con- 
ference; sixth, that the secretary and 
advisory committee make arrange- 
ments for a conference each three 
years; seventh, that voting, when 
necessary, shall be on a proportional 
basis of one representative for every 
50 churches or part thereof; eighth, 
that the expenses of the Fellowship 
and its Conferences be covered by 
voluntary contributions; ninth, that 
the conference adopt as its common 
purpose and objective the following: 
(a) to encourage fellowship and fa- 
cilitate coordination of effort among 
Pentecostal believers throughout the 
world, (b) to demonstrate to the world 
the essential unity of spiritual bap- 
tized believers fulfilling the cry of the 
Lord Jesus Christ “that they all may 
be one,” John 17:21, (c) to co-operate 
in an endeavor to respond to the un- 
changing commission of the Lord Jesus 
to carry His message to all men of 
all nations, (d) to promote courtesy 
and mutual understanding “endeav- 
oring to keep the unity of the spirit

in the bond of peace until we all come 
in the unity of the faith,” Eph. 4:3, 
13, (e) to afford prayerful and prac- 
tical assistance to any Pentecostal 
body in need of such, (f) to promote 
and maintain the scriptural purity 
of the Fellowship by Bible study and 
prayer, (g) to uphold and maintain 
those Pentecostal truths “most surel 

believed among us,” Luke 1:1. : 


This manifesto and declaration 
stands with the exception that upon 
the resignation of David J. du Plessis 
as secretary, the Conference voted to 
let a member of the committee serve 
as secretary, or that they select a sec- 
retary. The secretary, of course, is to 
serve without salary and naturally can 
not travel as did Brother du Plessis. 
Brother du Plessis, it was acknowl- 
edged by the Conference with ex- 
pressions of grateful appreciation, 
has rendered the World Pentecost- 
al Conference a great service. 
He was very frank in stating that 
his full-time service throughout the 
world had been made possible almost 
entirely by the Pentecostal Fellow- 
ship of North America. It was quite 
evident that the Pentecostal groups 
overseas have not been agreeable to 
accepting such financial responsibility. 
Brother du Plessis spoke in appreciat- 
ive terms of the financial support giv- 
en to him and his family by the Church 
of God in giving him a place on the 
faculty as teacher at Lee College for a 
matter of three semesters. He said 
he didn’t know what he would have

done had it not been for the kindness 
and support given to him by the 
Church of God and the P.F.N.A. in 
bringing his family to him and pro- 
viding for them in the States. 

Naturally, we would think of the 
Conference, now without a definite 
head, as a floating Conference; yet, 
this is no reflection on the advisory 
committee. It is only in keeping with 
an indisputable fact that for any 
movement to realize full success, it 
must have one responsible head to 
make proper contacts with the people, 
and that can be contacted by the peo- 
ple. However, it is our hope and prayer 
that the World Pentecostal Confer- 
ence under this limitation will not 
only survive, but make progress, for 
its purpose is good and worthy. 

I was delighted to hear such state- 
ments as, “There is a marked dif- 
ference between the general attitude 
of our European brethren toward the 
visiting ministers to that shown in the 
first and second Conferences. There 
is more congeniality and better un- 
derstanding. However, for a few ser- 
vices room for misgiving did arise out 
of the apparent special recognition 
given to some leaders, groups, and 
denominations, while others apparent- 
ly, who had been faithful in support- 
ing the conference with publicity, fin- 
ancial aid, and delegated attendance, 
were accorded too little consideration. 
This situation eventually was cleared 
up quite a bit, by the secretary 
stretching the blanket of recognition 
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and then requesting that all forget 
their denominational affiliations, as 
well as national and racial distinc- 
tions, since we were in a world-wide 
Pentecostal Conference dedicated to 
the purpose of encouraging fellowship 
and facilitating co-ordinaition of ef- 
fort among Pentecostal believers 
throughout the world. 


The British Pentecostal Fellowship 
was our host, and its chairman, Don- 
ald Gee, the editor of “Pentecost,” ex- 
tended to the Conference, in the be- 
ginning of his address in the initial 
service, a cordial welcome. May 
I say here that the committee, under 
the chairmanship of Earnest J. Phil- 
lips, did a magnificent job in serving 
the conference. The auditorium, which 
was the first meeting place of the 
United Nations Conference, was very 
fittingly draped with flags, with Old 
Glory waving right in the center over 
the rostrum. It was almost filled to 
capacity the first night. In the Sat- 
urday service, Rev..Ray Hughes was 
one of the speakers, and his subject 
was “The Baptism of Fire.” The Con- 
ference was adjourned through Sun- 
day, but there was a special meeting 
at Trafalgar Square on Sunday eve- 
ning, under the able leadership of 
H. W. Greenway, editor of Elim Maga- 
zine. Ray Hughes spoke in this ser- 
vice, also. 

The Conference reconvened in Cen- 


tral Hall Monday morning, June 30, 
9:30 a.m., and after an inspiring mes- 
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sage delivered by Dr. Luie Petros, of 
Stockholm, Sweden, pastor of the 
largest Protestant church in Europe 
(6,700 active adult members, with a 
church seating 4,000), the business 
sessions of the Conference began to 
continue morning and afternoons 
through Friday, July 5. Much of the 
work was carried on by study-groups 
under various chairmen.

Tn Honor Preferring One Another 


Romans 12:10

Jesus is the Head over all things to 
the church. Eph. 1:22, “And hath put 
all things under his feet, and gave 
him to be the head over all things to 
the church.” God ps Him that pow- 
er, but instead of Jesus taking that 
power to Himself and claiming it 
there, He in turn gave the honor to 
His Father, and equal power to the 
Holy Ghost as the main drawing pow- 
er to the Father through Him when 
He said, “No man cometh unto the 
Father but by the Holy Ghost”; then, 
“No man cometh unto me except the 
Father draw him.” How? “By the Holy 
Ghost.” None took the honor, but it 
worked so smoothly. They are so con- 
genial with each other; they are as 
anxious that one have the honor as 
the other. The three great personali- 
ties of the Godhead are three, yet one, 
so much so it is hard to separate them 
as any one having all the power, for 
each in turn will honor the other 
above Himself. 

The Father said, “This is my be- 
loved Son, hear ye him.” Then, in 
John 3:16 we read, “For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting’ life.” Then Jesus said, 
“When he, the Spirit of truth, is come, 
he will guide you into all truth.” They 
each honor the other with equal hon- 
or. Jesus said, after the resurrection, 
“All power is given unto me.” By 
whom? His Father, of course. It is not 
hard to detect and honor the three 
persons in the Godhead if we will be 
as they are, as open-minded, and be- 
lieve each statement of each one as 
He gives honor to the other. 

Jo told us to be the same way 
toward each other: Rom. 12:10, “In 
honour preferring one another.” We 
need this today among Christians, 
and we can have it. Paul said, in Eph. 
1:15, 16, “Wherefore I also, after I 
heard of your faith in the Lord Jesus, 
and love unto all the saints, cease not 
to give thanks for you, making men- 
tion of you in my prayers.” 

Oh, how we need the spirit of wis- 
dom and revelation and knowledge of 
God today. We can have it if we go 
down before God, take time out for 
worship, fight off the demon powers 
of hindrances, get an audience with 
God, and pray through until He an- 
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swers our prayers. I love to pray, then 
stand yet before the Lord, as Abra- 
ham did when God was going to de- 
stroy Sodom and Gomorrah. He per- 
severed with God. Abraham stood YET 
before the Lord. When we have prayed 
and feel like there is something more 
just beyond our reach, it is time to 
stay YET before the Lord until He 
answers. Sometimes we have to wait 
and praise Him; sometimes we shed 
tears in heart-searchings; but He can 
be reached if we stand YET before 
Him awhile after others have quit 
praying and gone. It’s that “yet before 
the Lord” prayer that brings results 
always. Let us approach the Father in 
the attitude of “in honour preferring 
one another.” That is the attitude the 
Lord admires in His children. He 
wants us to be as they are—three, yet 
so closely knit together in love that 
we will have the same love toward 
our brothers as the heavenly family 
has for each other. 

On the Mount of Transfiguration 
the Father spoke to the disciples and 


said, “This is my beloved Son. Hear ye 
him.” Also, at Jesus’ baptism the three 
were in evidence; three, but in such 
perfect harmony with each other un- 
til some will say there is only one. 
That is the way He wants us. He 
wants us to be the same as Paul said 
in. Rom. 12:10: “Be kindly affectioned 
one to another with brotherly love; in 
honour preferring one another.” Show 
brotherly love, in honor preferring 
one another. Let our brothers have 
equal honor, or prefer them a little 
above us. This is the good way, and it 
can be done with enough Y wr ys and 
consecration on the part of each 
member of the church. Let’s be so 
close to each other that people will 
only see one of us—a unit. Jesus’ 
prayer in John 17 was for that—“be 
one in us,” “be one as we are one.” 
Praise God, there is One, and we are 
one in Him, too, though there is a 
multitude of us. We are one, praise 
God. The gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail against us if we all work together 
as one unit of brotherly love.

The entire agenda focused around 
the thought of missions in complete 
keeping with the theme of the Con- 
ference, “Into All the World,” and this 
was, indeed, an appropriate theme, 
not‘only for the Conference, but for 
the Pentecostals, then, now, and until 
Jesus comes. We are of one blood, both 
by physical and spiritual creation, 
and our purpose is one and the-same 
—win the lost to Jesus. 

From the very nature of the Con- 
ference, nearly all of the decisions 
reached in the work-study-groups 
and by the Conference as a whole, 
most of which were very enlightening 
and beneficial, could be thought of 
only as suggestions challenging the 
various Pentecostal groups to their 
voluntary exercise. However, there 
were two decisions reached upon 
which the Conference voted to take 
definite action. The first was due to 
a report by Rev. Umberto Gorietti, of 
Rome, on the persecutions to which 
the Italian Pentecostals are being sub- 
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jected. He said that some pastors had 
been given “forced exit permits” by 
the police authorities, forbidding them 
to even enter certain communities. 
The Pentecostals claim 100,000 adher- 
ents in Italy, chiefly in the southern 
provinces. 

Following the plea of Rev. Gorietti, 
the Conference named a Commission 
on Religious Liberty, consisting of Dr. 
Luie Petros, Rev. Noel Perkin, Spring- 
field, Mo., and Rev. Hugh Dawson, 


Bradford, England, together with four. 


other advisory members. This commit- 
tee will appeal to the Italian Govern- 
ment for relief, and God grant them 
success. A number of heart-stirring 
speeches were made calling on the 
Conference for immediate adoption 
and application of methods of mis- 
Sionary work with the view of turn- 
ing over the oversight to nationals at 
the earliest practical date. The opin- 
ion was expressed that ten years will 
be the limit of work by foreign mis- 
sionaries in many mission fields. The 
distribution of sound Christian litera- 
ture was urged in view of the new era 
of literacy and the adroitness of the 
Communists in covering large areas 
with subversive literature. The second 
measure adopted showed the serious 
and whole-hearted attitude taken by 
the Conference toward our responsi- 
bility for the salvation of lost human- 
ity everywhere. Knowing that prayer 
has always had much to do in deter- 
mining the success of the ministry,

September 21-30, 1952, was designated 
as a ten-day period for prayer and 
fasting by all Pentecostals for God’s 
special help in the greatest harvest of 
souls that has ever been witnessed.

I am sure I 
speak the sentiment of all who at- 
tended when I say that the various 
interpreters did the Conference a 
grand and magnificant service. I per- 
sonally enjoyed every message and 
was happy to know “we be brethren” 
was the relation between that great 
conference of Pentecostals. 

Among the American delegates that 
spoke either in the day or evening 
services, in addition to Ray Hughes, 
were: our General Overseer, H. L. 
Chesser; Noel Perkins, Executive Mis- 
sions Secretary of the Assemblies of 
God; Ralph McPherson, General Su- 
perintendent, International Four- 
Square Gospel Church, and Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson; also, ex-Congressman W. D. 
Upshaw, of Georgia, and his wife, now 
in Pasadena, Calif.

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Respecting 


Our Elders 


By J. D. Bright 


Elderly people are of major impor- 
tance today, both in terms of sheer 
numbers and in proportion to the rest 
of the population. From the days of 
Methuselah there have been people 
who lived to a ripe old age, but ours is 
the first period in which the majority 
of elderly people are living beyond 
their allotted 70 years. Down through 
the centuries, thought has been given 
to the subject of “How to Grow Old 
Gracefully.” “Hebrew sages, Aristotle, 
Cicero, and Shakespeare, all noted the 
losses suffered in growing older, and 
searched for the compensation that 
might be potential to later maturity.” 
Ours, however, is the first society in 
which a definite study of senescense 
(old age) is being made by a consid- 
erable number of persons, and has 
been added to the roster of the sci- 
ences. 

From Julius Caesar’s day until the 
18th century, the average span of life 
had risen from 27 to 35 years; by 1850 
it had lengthened to 40 years. At the 
turn of that century it was up to 
nearly 50 years, and by 1940 the av- 
erage life span was more than 63 
years. At present it is approximately 
67 years. In 1900 the elderly people 
represented only about 6 per cent of 
our population; now it is 10 per cent. 
Further, in consideration of the age 
which has as many persons above it 
as below it, the shift was from 16.7 
years in 1820 to 29 years in 1940. This 
means that 1 person out of every 10 
in our society is over 60 years of age. 
That infers that the present 15 mil- 
lion elderly people in the United 
States will have increased to néar 30 
million by 2000 A. D. At this rate, 
within a few years there will be as 
many persons above 60 as there are 
now under 15. 

Scientists attribute the cause for 
this tremendous shift in the longevity 
of life to medical science, better public 


health administration, increased 
knowledge of nutrition, and higher 
standards of living, which have al- 
most completely brought the infec- 
tious diseases under control. Special 
attention is now being given to the 
prevention of diseases of the heart, 
kidney, cancer, and hardening of the 
arteries as major enemies of human 
life. 

With no stretch of imagination, we 
can see what this tremendous in- 
crease of elderly people will mean in 
our Sunday Schools, church congre- 
gations, and memberships. There will 
have to be a readjusting of the dis- 
tribution of our time and interest in 
program planning in order to meet 
their needs through the various de- 
partments of the church. The basic 
pattern of our culture and society has 
brought greater hardship to them 
right at the very time they have hopes 
of living longer. The change over 
from an agrarian to an industrialized 
society, from rural to urban living, 
has also made it difficult for them. 
The farmer, in his old age, is in a 


community where he is known and 


where his ability is respected. There 
he, especially if he owns his farm, 
can finish out his days with some de- 
gree of independence. But elderly peo- 
ple are generally at a disadvantage 
as urban workers. They have to com- 
pete with younger people or lose their 
jobs, and generally when 60 or 65 they 
are retired regardless of ability to 
work. Many such couples are either 
childless or their children have long 
since established homes of their own, 
and that means, many times, that the 
old couple is left to themselves to do 
the best they can. Many of these are 
faithful members whom we, as minis- 
ters, are to serve, and they deserve 
our best. They have helped to make 
the Church of God what it is by their 
tithes, offerings, manual labor, 


prayers, and faithful attendance; now 
that their active support is largely 
ended, we must not neglect them. 
Then, too, our elderly ministers and 
laymen should be held in great es- 
teem, for they generally have some- 
thing they can yet transmit to us. In 
fact, in many respects, they are the 
repositories of knowledge, wisdom, 
and judgment. This means that we 
younger ministers and laymen of the 
Church should often seek their coun- 
sel because of their broad experience. 
A few hours of conversing with elderly 
ministers and laymen who have ap- 
plied themselves and ripened into 
great experimental maturity along 
with their natural age, is worth more 
than a dozen books on theories, phi- 
losophy, sciences, and, many times, 
theology; it is even better than read- 
ing biographies or autobiographies. 
It is true that the younger genera- 
tion has its temporal problems; at the 
same time it is generally capable of 
meeting them. But let us think of 
some of the problems of our elderly 
people which, in many instances, they 
cannot meet within themselves. First, 
the problem of financial dependency. 
and poverty among large numbers of 
the aged. It is said that if the average 
person lives 20 years beyond the nor- 
mal age of retirement (60), he must 
have saved between 30 and 50 thou- 
sand dollars in order to provide a liv- 
ing at a comfortable standard and to 
meet the probable cost of illness. Of 
course, this is practically in the realm 
of the impossible for either the minis- 
ters or laymen of the Church of God. 


Another problem of our elderly min- 
isters and laymen is unwanted leisure 
and a feeling of worthlessness. It is 
difficult for them to secure work, for 
generally they are unwanted. That 
means that there is idle time on their 
hands, time for leisure and pleasure 
which they are not financially able to 
afford. These combined facts subject 
them, many times, to a feeling of 
worthlessness. I wonder if our pastors 
couldn’t use the elderly ministers 
more, and that to a great advantage. 
After all, the “preach” in a preacher 
never dies until he dies. A talk from 
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one of our efficient elderly ministers, 
as a rule, will help a church more 


‘than aé é§ dozen _lightning-flashing, 


thunder-rolling sermons from the less 
experienced. Cicero said, “It is not by 
muscle, speed, or physical dexterity 
that great things are achieved, but by 
reflection, force of character, and 
judgment.” These facts should not 
only be of encouragement to our el- 
derly ministers and members, but also 
demand of us continued respect for 
their maturity. 

I rejoice that our pension plan was 
providing, as of July 31, 1951; $57, 
436.36 for 95 aged ministers; $10,213 
for 43 ministers’ widows; $13,047.10 
for 43 disabled ministers—a total ex- 
penditure during the fiscal year of 
1951 of $80,686.46. All of this is good, 
but actually it seems to me that the 
Church is challenged to institute a 
program for our elderly people that 
will teach them leisure-time skills, 
and supply opportunities for the cre- 
ative use of their time. 

Then, there is another problem for 
our elderly people, and that is the ad- 
justing of themselves to accumulating 
losses. Cicero said, “There are four 
reasons why old age appears to be un- 
happy; first, that it withdraws us 
from active pursuits; second, that it 
makes the body weaker; third, that it 
deprives one of almost all physical 
pleasures; and fourth, that it is not 
far removed from death.” In addition 
to the natural frailty and infirmities 
of old age which are serious causes 
for maladjustment, there is the fear 
of losing friends and particularly the 
husband or wife. Statistics show that 
50 per cent of the elderly women and 
20 per cent of the men are widowed. 
The gospel of Jesus Christ and the 
Christian faith are concerned with 
losses, for they raise the questions of 
enduring values and _ relationships. 
This is a challenge to us to study more 
carefully the meaning of the losses 
by our elderly people, and mobilize 
our resources so as to help them en- 
dure their losses. Such a study and 
investigation could result in the 
Church’s providing a home for those, 
especially, of our retired ministers 





and widows of deceased ministers who 
might be living under handicaps and 
in unpleasant conditions. One thing 
sure, we cannot show too much re- 
spect and appreciation for our prec- 
ious ministers, especially those who 
have pioneered, sacrificed, and suf- 
fered for the Church of God. Neither 
can we active ministers be too faithful 
in supporting the Pension Fund. Our 
day of retirement will be here sooner 
than we can realize. 

Now a word to you who are sitting 
in the shades of life’s evening sun. In 
Cicero’s discussion of death he says, 
“The nearer I approach death, the 
more I feel like one who is in sight 


of land at last and is about to an- 
chor in his home port after a long 
voyage. .. . for while we are shut up 
within these frames of flesh, we per- 
form a sort of task imposed by fate 
and endure grievous labor; for the 
soul is celestial, brought down for its 
exalted home and buried, as it were, 
in earth, a place uncongenial to its 
divine and eternal nature... . O glor- 
ious day, when I shall set out to join 
the assembled hosts of souls divine 
and leave this world of strife and 
sin!” Robert Browning said, “Grow old 
along with me; the best is yet to be; 
the last of life for which the first 
was made.”

But we can- 
not allow that children who have yet 
to be formed should develop accord- 
ing to the desires of those who are on 
a completely different road from us. 
In this respect we shall never give in 
before any pressures from outside.” 
Tito also called on the teachers to 
prevent “your people from being poi- 
soned by religion.”

BAPTIST 
NASHVILLE, Tenn.—“The _ world 
disturbs us,” declares Dr. M. Theron 
Rankin, executive secretary of the 
Foreign Mission Board of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention. “It won’t let 
us be satisfied. It makes us ask ques- 
tions that disturb us.” Some of the 
questions Dr. Rankin mentioned: 
“How seriously are we taking the 
world crisis in which we live?” “How 
much are we doing to save the 
world?” “To what extent can we and 
should we revise our whole missionary 
approach to the world to cope with 
today’s emergency?” Rankin warned 
that the world cannot be saved by a 
cross with loud-speakers on it which 
will permit us to carry on the world 
in comparative ease and comfort. “We 
cannot match the world’s need by 
methods alone. It is through the cross 
of Christ, and we must place ourselves 
on the cross, sending missionaries 
who will bury themselves among the 
people they came to serve, living as 
one of them to win them.”

ESCAPE FROM CATHOLICISM 


NEW YORK—“Escape” is a word we 
associate with prisons or Iron Cur- 
tain countries, not with religion. Yet 
Christ’s Mission of New York has 
planned the escapes of a number of 
Roman Catholic priests who decided 
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to leave the Church. In the United 
States a priest can usually leave the 
Roman priesthood with penalty only 
of excommunication by the Church 
and social ostracism by his family 
and former friends. However, in many 
parts of the world, especially in South 
America, a priest fears for his life 
when he attempts to leave the priest- 
hood. Dr. Walter Montano, executive 
director of Christ’s Mission, an- 
nounced that the Mission is now sup- 
porting five ex-priests, four of whom 
are preparing for the Protestant min- 
istry in evangelical colleges or sem- 


‘ inaries in the United States. One of 


these ex-priests escaped under cover 


of darkness from a monastery in Co- 
lombia, South America, in July, 1950. 
The Mission is in contact at present 
with several priests who are still in 
the Roman Catholic Church and who 
want to leave. Arrangements will be 
made for these priests to come out of 
the Church in the near future.
